Nosthcliffe is quoted as saying that 
be was “with Conrad when he passed 
over.”

‘as Northeliffe’s private secretary,

lf some one should make the 
off-hand statement that Georgia’s 
cash farm production from July, 
1924, to July, 1925, conservatively 
estimated, would show the greatest 
increase of any state in the United 
States, it would be doubted. 


But such is the fact; and not only 
is Georgia’s estimated gain greater 
than that of any other state, but 
the margin of plus over its nearest 
competitor is equally as astounding. 
Even more astounding than either, 
perhaps, is the conservative esti- 
mate that Georgia’s gain this year 
will reach 46 per cent—or nearly 
double the cash production of 
And this is ultra-con- 
servative, for the United States 
department of agriculture estimates 
‘pat Georgia’s gross from produc- 
“om in cash this year will more 
than double that of last year. To 
be exact, it estimates Georgia’s agri- 
cultural production for the year— 
to be $337,942,000, against the 
Howard- Morehouse estimate of 
$245,000,000. 

On the commercial page today 
is published by permission of 
Howard-Morehouse, Inc., of Chi- 
cago, a remarkable chart visualiz- 
ing at a glance the situation as to 
distribution of farmers’ gross cash 
income this year and last, by states. 
It gives Georgia's estimate July to

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CONGRESSIONAL CHANGES. 

There are a great many changes 
in personnel in prospect for the 
69th congress. 


Not a few of these came from 
the southeast, and by reason of 
these changes, the faces of a num- 
ber of veterans will be missing 
after March 4, next. 

In Florida, for instance, the face 
of Frank Clark, who has been in 
the house as the representative of 
the second, or Jacksonville, dis- 
trict, since the 59th congress—20' 
years—will be missing. He was 
unexpectedly defeated by a school 
teacher, who was comparatively 
unknown to politics. And yet 
Frank Clark had become a leader,,. 
and is regarded in Washington as 
one of the strongest men from the 
south. He has held important 
committee chairmanships, and was 
an assistant democratic floor leader 
for four years. 

In South Carolina the elimina- 
tion of Senator Dial in the first 
primary, and the defeat of Con- 
gressman James F. Byrnes by for- 
mer Governor Cole Blease in the 
run-over for the Dial senate seat, 
not only means the retirement of 
Senator Dial, who is a comparatively 
young man in the service, but the 
retirement from congress of Rep- 
resentative Byrnes, who is not only 
a veteran, but one of the outstand- 
ing floor leaders of the democratic 
party. 

Mr. Byrnes is one of the first 
four ranking democrats on the pow- 
erful appropriations committee. He 
will be missed from the house as 
few men from the south. 

In Georgia, the face of Judge 
Frank Park, of the second, will be 
missed, he having been defeated in 
primary by Judge Eugene Cox, of 
Camilla. Judge Park, too, is a 
veteran, having served for 14 years, 
and held important committee as- 
signments. 

In the first district, the reverse 
is the case. Congressman Moore, 
who is serving his first term, was 
defeated by a veteran, former Con- 
gressman Charles G. Edwards, who 
served an unbroken period of ten 
years before his retirement six 
years ago. Congressman Wise, of 
the sixth, who voluntarily retired on 
account of illness, and will be suc- 
ceeded by Sam _ Rutherford, of 
Forsyth county, is serving his tenth 
year. 

Speaker Gillett, of Massachu- 
setts, will be in the senate after the 
68th congress. Mondell, of Wyom- 
ing, who was republican floor 
leader in the 67th, and was de- 
feated by a republican in the 68th, 
has been renominated for his old 
seat in the 69th. 

Visitors after March 4 
will be startled at the changes.

HEALTH TALKS | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


TRY ON THESE SYMPTOMS. 

Notwithstanding many requests, I 
never send correspondents the symp 
toms of any disease to try on. In fact 
it is contrary to my hygienic prin 
ples to give symptoms or to permif 
others to give them to me. As I view 
the maiter, the quack doctors and 
nostrum makers keep the simple lai‘yv 
pretty well supplied with symptonis 
at all times, so that no fool need 
remain at a loss for symptoms if 
he wishes to have some. It is only 
after prolonged consideration, there- 
fore, that I have decided to put on 
display what seems to me the most 
attractive line of symptoms I have 
ever seen gathered in one paragraph. 
I extract the paragraph from a re- 
markable contribution recently pub- 
lished by Dr. H. H. Daysdale, of 
Cleveland, under the title ‘““Neglected 
Factors in the Prevention of Apoe- 
plexy.” 

Apoplexy is a very undesirable mis: 
fortune for anybody, and if there is 
anything I can publish here that wilh 
help to prevent apoplexy I feel bound 
to do so, even though I have to let 
loose some symptoms. Apoplexy is 
commonly called a “stroke” 
“shock” of paralysis, and the seizure 
is produced by the breaking or rup- 
ture of the diseased artery, with con- 
sequent hemorrhage into the _ sub- 
stance of the brain. The arteries will 
hardly break or rupture unless they 
are diseased, so apoplexy must be 
looked upon as a secondary and acci- 
dental feature in some cases of ar- 
teriosclerosis (hardening of the ar- 
teries). The prevention of apoplexy 
is therefore the prevention of ar- 


teries and live in an environment

, ing of the arteries, the symptoms 
‘which I have borrowed from Dr. 
. Drysdale to offer you today ought to 
' be mighty interesting. Here they are 
—please remember you're not the only 
reader who will discover they “hit 
his case”: 

“Invariably the early signs of ar- 
terial disease consist of increasing 
restlessness, fatigability, insomnia and 
apprehension, and when the vital or- 
gans are apparently healthy and the 
blood pressure not disturbed, these 
}manifestations may be interpreted «a» 
the expression of brain fag. or frne- 
tional nervousness. In my expe- 
rience, a diagnosis of this sort is 
never warranted when the patient i« 
over 40 years of age. until repeate-1 
examinations hare been made. includ- 
ing an ee study of the 
eyegrounds. 

“When the heart appears to be nor- 
mal in size and position, and ¢s- 
pecially when the patient has been 
subject to sustained mental effort, it 
is a good plan to observe the be- 
havior of the pulse when he is in a 
reclining, sitting and standing posi- 
tion, and after moderate exertion. By 
this means it is sometimes possipie 
to elicit early cardiac changes which 
otherwise might be overlooked. 

“The blood pressure is always an 
important factor in the diagnosis of 
circulatory diseases, ax yet in mans 
instances, during the incipient peri.x), 
the readings may be entirely within 
the normal range. It is also com- 
mon knowledge that cardiovascular 
tension is subject to many variations 


and may be affected by conditions

tle and directed the operations of the 
most considerable engagements in our 
history.

I carried music through a vast sec- 

tion of Russia,” he said. “Once every 


| two years before the war I used to 


charter a big steamer and make a 
journey of 2,500 miles. We stopped 
at every big city and many small 
towns. We sent men ahead to ad- 
vertise that we were coming. ‘The 
peasants would flock to tbe river 
from villages for miles back into 
country which few Europeans have 
ever seen. And I took them the best 
that exists in music,: new and old. 
Debussy, Ravel, Florent Schmitt, P. 
Dukas, Roger Ducasse, Elgar, Rich- 
ard Strauss. I made them known in 
villages where there isn’t any modern 
life as Europe and America know it. 

“I took them into the back coun- 
try and gave them to hundreds of 
thousands of Russian people, scat- 
tered over an area of 500,000 square 
miles. You should have seen them 
come to see and hear us! And on 
these trips I found musicians who 
now are playing in the great capi- 

“They were marvelous, those jour- 
neys, They are not possible any 
tals. 
more.” 

Pride Is Pardonable. 

There is a pardonable pride that 
glows th ugh the musician's story of 
his pre-war missionary tours. There 
no doubt that Koussevitzky, like 
other artists, is an egotist, but his is 
not a blatant egotism. tit is the self- 
confidence and pride of a man who 
has demonstrated his abilities and 
who is enthusiastic over the place of 
music jn the general scheme of things. 

Music is the most important thing 
in the world to him. ‘Therefore. 
it must count for a great deal with 
society at large. 

As a smail boy, he says, the or- 
chestras he heard in Tver, the north 
Russian emmunity where he was bor-, 
exerted an impelling fascination over 
him. His family were mercantile. 
middle-class folk who .were fond of 
music. It was eariy the center of his 
existence, and though he experimented 
with various instruments when a boy, 
he always intended to direct an or- 
chestra as his life work. 

When he was 14, he entered the 
conservatoire of the Moscew Philhar- 
monie society as a studeut of composi- 
tion and orchestral conducting. In 
order to qualify for a senolarship ie 
studied the double bass and became 
such a master of that resounding in- 
strument that upon the termination of 


his study he obtained the post of dvu- 
ble bass soloist at the Moscow eIm- 
perial opera. For several years there- 
after he appeared in the principal 
cities of Russia as a double bass vir- 
tuoso. 


Established Own Orchestra. 

He never lost sight of his real aim. 
to conduct a great orchestra. In 1909, 
after an intensive study of the inter- 
pretation of classics and moderns ia

from students of the Berlin 
School of Music, he returned to Russi: 
and established his own symphony or- 
chestra in Moscow. This body of 
musicians quickly became famous 41) 
over Russia so that its appearance in 
Petrograd was always one of the 
great events of the court season. It 
was with this group of players with 
wheih Koussevitzky toured the Volga. 

Then came the war. The first revo- 
lution, that of 1917, did not disturb 
him. He was appointed general con- 
ductor of the Russian State orchestia 
by the provisional government estab- 
lished by Kerensky. This orchestra 
formerly was the court orchestra. 

Then came the bolshevik uprising. 

“Il am not a politician,” says the 
composer and conductor, speaking of 
it. “I am-not an economist.” 

Then he pauses. He does not launch 
into the diatribes against the new re- 
gime which explode from most of the 
Russian colony in Paris. He sits and 
broods. 


Life in Russia Impossible. 
“Life in Russia is impossible,” he 
concludes. “There is no chance for 


artistic endeavor. I tried. I gave 
coneerts in rooms that were freezing 
The brass players wore mittens. You 
can't do it. It's impossible. Every- 
thing has gone to pieces.” 

There was a story floating about 
Paris that Koussevitzky and his com- 
patriot, the basso, Chaliapin, had 
quarreled over Bolshevism. Chalia- 
pin managed to get along well with 
the soviet chiefs, Koussevitzky left 
the country rather than try to carry 
on artistic endeavor under what he 
felt were impossible conditions. 
Koussevitzky denies the quarrel. 

“Chaliapin is a great artist and a 
great Russian,” he says. When he 
and the basso met upon the Place de 
Opera, just in front of the Cafe de 
la Paix, for the first time since 1920; 
the two literally fell upon each 
other’s necks. Shortly thereafter 
Koussevitzky led the orchestra in the 
opera when Chaliapin appeared, and 
led it in each of the basso’s appear- 
ance thereafter. 

The union of the two popular fa- 
vorites in one performance almost 
caused ai riot. The prices 
quadrupled, and still the mob stormed 
the doors trying to get in. 

I doubt if Koussevitzky ever quar- 
reled with anyone on Bolshevism, or 
anything else aside from  wmusic. 
Therein lies all his interest and all 
his capability of getting excited. 

New Finds Are Chief Interest. 

He is interested .in choral music 
as well as orchestral, and in the union 
of the two. In Moscow he organ- 
ized a choir of 250 voices to give 


| choral works in conjunction with his 


symphony orchestra. 

His chief interest 
in the discovery of new music and 
making it known to the public. He 
introduced Debusrs; into Russia and 
twice invited che great Frenchman to 
Moscow and Petregrad to conduct his 
own works.

The aim of this publishing 
business is to print the music of younz 
Russians of taient, who otherwise 
might have difficulty in getting their 
works printed. The recommendation 
of Koussevitzkv is sufficient to make 
a sale for it. once published in 
France. 

Many Stars Represented. 

This publishing business ‘has print- 
ei the werks of Stravinsky, Serge 
Kachmaninoff, Scriabin, Prokofieff, 
rretchaninoff, and the famous 
“Treaty of Orchestration” of Rimsky- 
Korsakoff. 

Mr. Koussevitzky gave me a list of 
the music which he was the first to 
perform in Paris and which he will 
bring to America. Very little of it 
has neen heard in the United. States, 
but some of it has been heard in 
London, where Koussevitzky has acted 
as guest conductor of the London 
Symphony erchestra; in Manchester 
and Liverpeol, where he has conduet- 
ed the Pbhilkarmonie society: and in 
Edinburg and Glasgow, where he con- 
ducted the Scottish Symphony orches- 
tra. He is taking all these scores to 
Boston, and probably most, if not ail, 
will be played there. But Mr. Kous- 
sevitzky suys he will not force any 
particular kind of music down the 
throats of his listeners. He will ex- 
periment to find what his audiences 
like.

State’s Increase in Farm 
Products Is Forty-Six 
Per Cent Over Last 
Year. 


BY CLARK W. BOOTH. 
Financial Editor, Constitution. 
The state of Georgia leads the en- 
tire United States in the estimated 
increase in farmers’ gross cash in- 
come, with an increase of 46 per cent, 
eight per cent higher than North 
Dakota. the second state. and nine 
per cent more than Mississippi, the 
third highest, according to the na- 
tional crop survey of the Howard- 
Morehouse, Inc., of Chicago, agricul- 
tural statistical service, who show 
most vividly the comparative income 
of the states in the aecompanying 
map. . 

The Howard-Morehouse people 
show that Georgia’s crops will bring 
245 million dollars from July of this 
year until the same time in 1925, but 
the agricultural experts of the depart- 
ment of agriculture severai weeks ago 
went even better than this—for they 
estimated that Georgia's crops would 
be worth, for the season, $337,000,- 
000, over a million more than the 


previous year. | The Howard-More- 
house people, as stated above, figure 
Gieorgia’s increase in farm income 
will be 46 per cent. With the govern- 
ment figures as a basis for the sea- 
son, the increase will be even 
greater. 

One of the most striking things 
about the Howard-Morehouse review, 
outside of the fact that Georgia leads 
the nation in crop income increase, 
is the fact that of the four states 


which show gains of over 30 per cent 
in farm cash income, three are in 
the south,-and one in the western 
belt. Furthermore of three states 
which show an increase of from 20 to 
30 per cent, two are in the south 
and one in the west, Kansas. And 
last. but not least, of the sixteen 
states which show a decrease, as com- 
pared with the »vrevious, twelve are 
outside the south. 
Georgia Leads. 

In the final analysis, Georgia leads 
the south, and the south leaus the 
United States in a financial come- 
back for the farmer. 

There is one thing which may be 
regarded as having beer helpful to 
the farmer of the south in his farm 
this season for bigger crops, and that 
one thing is the weather, over which 
he had no control, tut which prove 
nevertheless beneficial. 

On the other hand. however, there 
was the hard work of the farmer, es-

pecially in the state of ‘seorgia, the | 
fight to overcome the weevil. which | 
has been rewarded by the reports that | 
the pest is less numerous than in pre- | 


vious. years. Another thing is 
diversification program which 
been carried on to great success, not 
only in Georgia, but in other southern 
states. More than a million dollars 
was made by the middle Georgia wa- 
termelon gruwers on this year’s crop, 
and financially the melon crep was a 
success, for the big markets paid 
above $700 a car for the choice va- 
riety. 

The accompanying map is very in- 
teresting to study. If a line is drawn 
showing <".e cotton belt section, very 
few broken lines in the several states 
will be seen.’ (These .broken lines 
represent decreases in estimated in- 
come.) The exceptions ore North 
Carolina, South Carolina end Texas, 
but in this connection it must be re- 
membered that one of these, South 
Carclina, last year showed the largest 
percentage of increase over the pre- 
vious year of any state in the United 
States, 

South Is Ahead. 

The section comprising the states of 
South Dakota. North Dakoia, Minne- 
sota, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Missouri, show unbroken lines, indi- 
cating increases in income, but takeo 
as a whole, the entire average is bhe-

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FOR ARBITRATION 


Geneva, September 14.—(By ‘the 
Associated Press.)—Security through 
arbitration was the keynote of a 
speech with which Desmond Fitz- 
gerald, of the Irish Free State cabinet, 
today enlivened the last day of the 
general discussion held by the dis- 
armament commission of the league of 
nations assembly on the various prop- 
ositions before it. 

The slim, youthful, red haired Irish 
foreign minister, enriching ais remarks 
with dashes of typical Celtic spiciness, 
faced the British deleg: tion smiling im 
friendly fashion across the narrow 
table as he proceeded and when the 
speech was translated into French, all 
the delegates joined in expressions of 
keen enjoyrnent. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said he had a bit of 
diffidence in speaking before a com- 
misison of the league because his 
country was sucb a very young mem- 
ber of the worla organization. 

“Last year pricr to my country’s 
admission,” he said, “I attended a scs- 
sion of the commission at which I was 
requested to make a statement with 
regard to our armament. I pointed 
out that we had raised an army of 
some 50,000; that an army of such 
dimensions had been created for a 
specific reason; that this reason had 
now ceased to exist and that therefore 
we are already beginning to demobil- 
ize. Since then we have reduced our 
army to something less than 20,000.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald said he presumed 
that in the proposed disarmament con- 
ference all the gseat powers, with the 
possible exception of Russia, would be 
represented, 

“When it comes to doing business,” 
he continued, “I think we shall get 
on better if we consider insecurity 
rather tkan security. Instead 
speaking of security and arbitration, 
we might speak of security by arbitra- 
tion, 


Lauds Frankness. 


“There has been great frankness 
here. I wonder if that frankness 
could be extended to a point when 
each government would say, ‘we main- 
tain such or such armament because 
we feel our duty to our people de- 
mands it as a protection against such 
a danger from such a government. 
Then arbitretion could work out in- 
telligently. 

“Tf we ali stand for right and jus 
tice,” he added, “if we are all will- 
ing to give up that which the con- 
science of the world thinks we have 
no right to*hold, then we have noth- 
ing to fear. ‘This would at least 
enable us to judge each other's sin- 
cerity.” 

The Trish minister's allusion te 
“our old friend, France, and our new 
friend, England,” delivered in the face 
of the British delegation, provoked 
hearty applause. He was warmly 
congratulated by the delegates of both 
these powers. 

France’s idea that general world 
security can be attained only if each 
member of the League of Nations 
will. contribute’ what it can in the 
way of sanctions against an aggressor 
state, seems to be working out. 

The countries led - by England 
are coming forward one after another 
end expressing willingness to give of 
what they iiave to the cause of peace 
—England her fleet, France and the 
other nations possessing large land 
end air forces, the weight of their 
military strength, and the 
countries, which are weak in arma- 
ments. the full measure of their fi- 
nancial and economic assistance. 


Just how this general attitude to 
contribute to the sanctions can 
whipped into a general protocol or 
convention is the problem now imme- 
diately before the league assembly. 
One problem relating to compulsory 
arbitration already is solved partly, 
in that a substitute committee of 
jurists has decided that it is entirely 
vs asonable for the powers to sign the 
compulsory arbitration clause of the 
world court of justice and at the 
same time make reservations theretw. 

Loan Proposed. 

D. Lovdon, the Dutch minister to 
France, opened today’s discussion of 
the assembly disarmament commls- 
sion, declaring the delegates must 
avoid at any price making war ad- 
‘nissible after the league council had 
found itself unable to reach a unani- 
mous decision on a difference between 
two members. 

A league of nations’ international 
loan for the reestablishment of nor- 
mal conditions in countries affected 
by the great was was proposed today 
by Rumania. The project refers par

Regrettable Busybodyism. 


The Knights of Columbus at their 
recent aunual convention § in 
York city decided to organize and 
finance a nation-wide “movement to 
fight the-éessemination of immoral 
and hurtful literature.’ We believe 
this action is highly regrettable on its 
own account and doubly is in view of 
its source. The federal law and the 
police reguletions of the various 
states and cities give ample power to 
the regulaz constituted authorities to 
confiseate and destroy obscene books 
and pictures. We are not aware of 
any evidence that this duty is being 
neglected; but if it is, private citizens 
should seek better enforcement, and 
should not themselves attempt to take 
over the duties of the police, any more 
than they would attempt to clean the 
Streets or operate the public health 
service if they felt these activities 
were being carried on improperly. 

Particularly do we regret this sort 
of bfisy-bodyism on the part of the 
Knights of Columbus, because of the 
ammunition it will give their oppo- 
nents in the present religious conflict 
which, however absurd and needless, 
is nevertheless serious and growing. 
The Ku Kluxers throughout the land 
are sure to seize the news and whisper 


(in every ear that what is sought is 
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“the suppression of all non-Catholie 
literature in America.”’ While we do 
not believe that such an interpreta- 
tion is correct, it~ will be impossible 
ever to explain the action sutisfae- 
torily in other terms to an unsym- 
pathetic audience. ‘That such a whis- 
pering campaign is now made pos- 
sible is all the more to be regretted 
because heretofore the national or- 
ganization, at least. of the K. of C. 
has conducted itself with admirable
